Background:

Amy Fong, current Chair of the Board will be transitioning out of leadership and
Robert Tagorada, will become the new Chair of the Board. Given this transition,
there will be a vacancy in the Chair Elect position.

The Governance Manual states that the Board will elect a Chair to serve
two-year staggered terms. In the first year of the term, the newly elected Chair
Elect will support the existing Presiding Chair. In the second year of the term, the
Chair Elect will become the Presiding Chair. The Chair Elect and the Presiding
Chair may not be from the same institution. All eligible board members who are
interested in serving as the Chair Elect will submit a statement of interest for
discussion and a vote at the first Governing Board meeting of each fiscal year.
